F snow fell in Hongkeag on Bfid- 
summer’s Day it could not oc- 
casion much greater surprise than 
the announcement made at Mon- 
day’s meoting of the Hongkong 
Football Association .Councfl that 
Shanghai had already fnvited 17 
Players to constitute the Interport 
football squad,to visit the Colony 
in February. Not even the Shang- 
hai Presa were\aware that the 
governing ibody in Shanghai had 
progressed so far as this. In fact, 
‘up to December 30, the date ‘of 
Shanghai's letter to the HUILE.A,, 
no Interport trials had taken place, 
-and the Shanghai Times, for 
example, was groping in the dark 
as to what procisely the S.FLA. had 
in mind. There had Seon vague 
reports that the Association would 
adopt now methods, and instead of 
conducting the usual (and usually 
futile) Probables v, Poasibles trials, 
would nominate a team fairly early 
on and pit it against representa- 
tive sides. But aa to the constitu- 
tion of the team, the Shanghai 
Timea together with other local 
‘ npwspapere, were completely un- 
informed. 


: Peculiar Feature 


. OWEVER,. we know’ now the 

possible—I say possible and not 
probable because of the inevitable 
_Uncertalnty of players being able to 
make the trlp—personne! of the 
Shanghai squad, und although on 
paper and per record, it ls imposing, 
it ip not, I venture to - Suggest, 
‘frightening.

His not out innings of 248 was 
In every respect characteristic. 
Although actually at the wicket in 
the course of three days, he only 
batted for something Ike 450 min- 
utes, and when he had registered 
his second hundred he had found 
the boundary 22 times, :

Test innings to his credit, which are

the Oval in 1930; 131 at Nottlnghoin 
in 1930, 123 at Melbourne in 1928-9

up to yesterday's close of play 500 
for six wickets,

Informal discussion regarding the 
establishment of an International 
Rugby Leaguc Board, comprising 
representatives of England, Ausira- 
Us, New Zealand, and France. The 
advantages of such a body are 
obvious, but the formation of it 
does not appear as easy as Ima- 
gined, . 

In the case of other games, such 
as Associatlon and Rugby Union 
football, England, Wales, Scotland. 
and Ireland have representation and 
voting powers, so-that «the actual 
control of ‘the game is unlikely to 
puss out of the hands of what might 
be called the “home countries." But 
the case of the Rugby League’ 1s 
very ulfferent. : 

If each of the four countrics play- 
ing the game have equal representa- 
tion, control passes completely out of 
England’s hands’ and goes to the 
Colonies and France. rent 

I cannot sce that the Rugby League 
of England will surrender that con- 
trol, but It hardly secms the correct 
thing that England should have, say, 


aix representatives on the Board and’ 


the other three countrics only two 
each. Yet such would be a sound 
solution of the problem. ,

BOOM AFTER GERMAN 
JAPANESE PACT 


_ Washington, Dec. 30. 

Soviet Russia and Japan 
are buying American air- 
planes at a fast-growing™ 
pace in preparation for Ger- 
man-Russian-Japanese war. 


Russia is outstripping Japan 
cin parchases of these planes at 
a ratio of nearly two to one. In 
addition. Soviet factories are 
turning out hundreds of fight- 
ing planes under forced produc- 
tion schedule. 

During the past 30 days Soviet air- 
plane purchuses in this ‘country 
totalled approximately $1,000,000, the 
United Press was informed. These 
purchases were sald to be mercly the, 
prelude to other orders already placed | 
for future delivery: or concerning 
which ‘bona fide inquiries have been 
mode of American manufacturers. 

During the same period Japan was 
reported to have ‘purchased approx: 


~-Imately -$600,000 -worth- of -Americn 


airplanes, and has placed orders, for, 
or made inquiries concerning, addi- 
tional ships. 

Virtually all of the Russian order, 
Department of .Cammerce offctals, 
suid, was turned. out; by the’ Martin 
factory near Baltimore. ‘The ships 
were of big transports similar to those 
used in regular airways transport 
service In ‘this country, While they 
are ‘listed as non-military, military 
oMcials agree ..that they could be 
converted easily into deadly bombing 
planes as powerful,ns any possessed 
by any European army.' 

Japanese purchases-it was under- 
stood, were distributed among several 
factories. OMclals here believe the 
‘Japaneso. were purchasing these 
planes more with a-view to using 
them as- models for manufacture of 
similar planes in Jnpan than with a 
view to placing them into Immediate 
military service. ;

With the departure, on Jsiuary 29 
of Mr. Horbert Phillips, © British 
Consul General here since 1930, who 
wlll return to England on leave, ufter 
which he will proceed to Shanghal 
fo assume hia now post as Consul 
General there, Canton willl lose a 
most ‘popular and respected Consular 
oMcial and resident. During his six 
years In thie city, Mr. Phillips hos 
won the confidence of the’ local 
Chinese oficlals and through his able 
handling of matters gitectingg the tocal 
Chinese ‘and his own nationals and 
his willing cooperation with the loéal 
Authorities, has done a great deal 
tn promoting cordial Sino-British 
relations In this part of China. Mr. 
Philips has worked very hard to 
Improve the friendly feeling between 
the Chincse and the British peopte 
both here and In Hongkong, bein 
largely responsible for the recent im- 
provement In Canton-Hongkong reln- 
tions which resulted from the ex- 
change, pf visits between Sir Andrew 
Caldecott and the Canton. leaders. 

Mr. Phillips will sail for Home 
from Hongkong in the fatter part of 
this month-and will end hfs holiday 
and proceed to Shanghai about the 
beginning of September. . 

Mr. Phillips was bovn on July 8, 
1878. | He pnsed a competitive 
examination on January 12 and was 
oppolnted a Student Interpreter in 
China on March 1, 1898, receiving the 
China Mcdal in 1900. On April 5, 
1902, he was promoted to be a 2nd 
Class Assistant and in 1903 and 1904 
was Acting Vice-Conm! at Tientsin. 
In the following year he became Act- 
Ing Chief Clerk and Registrar of the 
Supreme Court at Shanghal. He was 
promoted to be a Ist Class Assistant 
on August 16, 1906 and was Acting 
Vice-Consul to Chungking “ftom 
December 12, 1907, to April 12, 1900. 
Later in the same year he became 
Assistant jn the Mixed Court at 
Shanghai. : 

From 1909 to 1011 ho was Assistant 
in the Chinese Secretary’s Office at 
Peking. In 1910 he was . Acting 
Chinese Secretary and on'’May 12, 
1911 wag promoted to be one of H.M. 
Vice-Consuls in China. 

CONSUL AT WUCHOW 

He became Consul for the Consular 
District of Wuchow, to reside at Wu- 
chow, on March: 14, 1913. On April 
1, 1913 he was appointed Consul at 
Shanghal.

Several firms were summoned be- 
fore Mr. W, Schofleld at the Central 
Magistrncy this morning for selling 
and being In possession of poison 
without a licence. soe 


K. B. Vaidya and Company were 
summoned for (n) selling o prepdro- 
Hon containing salts. of corynine 
commonly known os yohimbine, and 
bearing the trade name of Cassanova 
Cream, to the Chung Hing dispensary 
on August 26 lost; and (Bb) being In 
possession of n prepnration of sodium 
phenyl-cthyl barbituric, bearing the 
Hel hame of Darmalets, without a 

leence, 


Admitting the first summons, Mr, 
Vaidyn said the selling of the’ poison 
was’ due to a misunderstanding, 
‘The fact that he recorded the. ‘sale 
showed that his misunderstanding 
was honest. He had’ since taken 
every step to recover the polson from 
the firm to which It had been sold, 
and he had: given up the ogency. 


In regard to the second summons, 
defendant sald he obtnined the stock 
from the Shanghai agents of the 
manufacturers, who had_ suspended 
business.

This section, however, 
pennity of only $500, and under the 
circumstances it wag quite different 
from that brought undcr section 8, 
and the summonses therefore should 
be diSmissed. f . 
Mr. .Abbott replied by submitting 
that the conditlons were that any 
persoz holding a’ licence could only 
scll poison. to (1) people with ao 
Heence; (2) a ‘registered chemist; and 
(3) a medical practitioner.’ Defend- 
ants had sold poison to an unlicensed 
person and therefore it must be held 
that he had done so without a licence, 


CASES DISMISSED 


His Worship, however, held that 
defendants had anly violated the con- 
ditions and not sold the poison with- 
out the Leence, and accordingly dise, 
missed both summonses.

the dollar. In the circumstance, 
it.'is remarkable that develop- 
ment Jhas progressed so well as 
it has. This is duc in large 
meisure to Sir William's untir- 
ing labours and administrative 
abilities, to say. nothing of his 
talent as an: educationist. The 
University, even under the best 
of conditions, has peculiar pro- 
blems of its own. As the Vice- 
Chancellor has stated, it is an 
isolated institution, and even 
though its degrees are recogn- 
ised at Home it lacks definite 
contact with the big centres of 
British education... There are 
problems also connected with 
the human material which it 
handles; these make the task of 
the staff more than usually diffi- 
cult.. But the idea on which the 
University was founded—the 
desirability of educating Chinese 
students in their owm environ- 
ment rather than in totally for- 
eign surroundings—-was a sound 
one.

Boisscric 
was recently transferred to Manlla, 
but he is making an unexpected re- 
turn to Shanghai. Whether it is for 
permanency. or mercly temporarily 
ls not yet known, but the Shanghai 
Times is hinting the advisability of 
Bolsscrie being Included in the 
Shanghai team, should he be return- 
ing to-the northern port for good. 
But even if he is doing so, there may 
be one factor to prevent him from 
playing for, Shanghai.

_A WORD TO THE H.K.F.A. 


If the Hongkong F.A. are going to 
include in the Interport team players 
whose bona fide residential qualifica- 
tions are open to doubt, I think they 
are behaving very badly. And such 
action will not be excused by that 
belated resolution “to discuss the 
question of future adherence to Rule 
12 with Shanghui later on”, for at 
the moment they have before them 
a rule which lays down explicily that 
players must be residents in the. Ports 
for which they play. - 


To suggest, as I know it was the 
other evening, that it is now too Inte 
in the season to take up the: matter 
with Shanghal pertaining to the com- 
ing Interport, may-be an easy method 
of salving conscience, but it ignores 
the point in chief. A rule is a rule, 
and while it fs in Diack and: white, 
it must be adhered to no matter how 
inconvenient its application may be. 

Naturally we all want to see Hong- 
kong win the Interport, byt wo don’t 
want it accomplished by questionable 
methods, and-I-am- certain the 
per of football followers here will 
be agninst the Inclusion of players |my 
whose qualifications do not satisfy 
Rule 12 of the Interport competition. 

Furthermore .the fact that Hong- 
kong has humbugged about this rule 
in previous years, does not excuse 
any further. behaviour of a similar 
type. Let us hope.the Interport 
Selection Committee will forget all 
about the idea of including players 
who have not the required residential 
qualification. 


WHY THIS BELATED INTEREST. 


T think we are all in sympathy with 
the Idea of the two Associations revis- 
‘Ing the Interport rules, but what I 
find dificult to understand {s why 
the H.K.F.A. hasn’t done anything 
about it before now.. To come along 
at this stage and-admit that ‘certain 
rules are impracticable 1s nothing but 
a confession of slothfulness for which 
there seems to be no reasonable ex- 
planation. 

In these columns alone the subject 
‘has been aired at various intervals 
over the lust two years, emphasis 
every time being placed on the 
necessity for immediate action. But 
the old spirit of lassez faire persists, 

and it is not until it is too late. te 
Accomplish anything, that ei Foot- 
all Association wakes ‘3 to. its 
obligations:

The 
advantages of such a body are 
‘obvious, but the formation of it 
docs not appear as casy as ima- 
gined. 


In‘the case of other games, such 
ras Association: ‘and Rugby Union 
football, England, Wales, Scotland. 
and Ireland have representation and 
voting powers, so that the actual 
control of the game is unlikely to 
puss out of the hands of what might 
be called the “home countries.” But 
the case of the Rugby. League Is 
very different. ‘ 

If cach-of the four countries play- 
ing the game have equal representa- 
tion, control passes completely out of 
England's hands and goes to tho 
Colonies and France. 

I cannot see that the Rugby League 
of England will surrender that con- 
trol, but it hardly seems the.correct 
thing ‘thot England should have, say, 
alx representatives on the Board and 
the other three countries only two 
each. .Yet such would be 2 sound 
solution of the problem. ‘. :
